Wills They may be accepted as indicating the result of official 


conferences which have taken place since the Bishops 
Fellowship. met last July, and it is safe to state that for some time 
to come the only step in advance which can be taken 
in the direction of Christian Reunion is along the pathway of fellowship. This 
programme is intimately associated with the aims and work of the World's 
Evangelical Alliance, and it may be helpful if we endeavour to make some com- 
ments on the exposition of the kind of fellowship to which our prayers and 
energies should be directed. : 
Happily, the craving and striving after fellowship is a marked feature of ideas 
and ideals dominating the hearts and minds of men and women to-day. It is a 
product of the War. A common danger united in comradeship, sacrifice and service, 
those hitherto separated by class, creed and even international traditions and 
restrictions. The Allies, in firm conviction of a righteous cause, in full realisation 
of the world issues involved in victory or defeat, were thrown together as one man, 
one great common fellowship of endurance, duty, suffering, ennobling the struggle 
and assuring the issue. The crisis was reached in March, 1918; it was passed, we 
suggest, by the united consent of the Allied Army leaders to co-ordinate their forces 
and fortunes under one common generalissimo. Marshal Foch's name will live in 
history. His personal testimony to the Divine providence which, as we believe in 
answer to prayer, guided and enabled him to successfully fulfil this great responsibility, 
stands and will likewise live as much in the hearts of the present and future generations 
of the French peoples as in those of Great Britain and the other Allies. It is truly — 
stated in the encyclical letter of the Bishops assembled at the Lambeth Conference, 
“ comradeship ennobled war. To-day men are asking, can it not ennoble peace?” 
Two years after the close of the struggle we look out upon a world of unrest. 
Politics apart, the most recent utterance of our Prime Minister on present national 
and international dangers must be accepted as fact. Nation is suspicious of nation. 
Class is set against class. Labour challenges Capital. The World criticises the 
Church. Reason challemges Faith. And yet there are not wanting signs of a wistful 
longing in the hearts of men for something better, some great common ideal and 
purpose which can restore national unity and further international goodwill and 
triendship. The League of Nations is doing its part; it demands the most earnest 
prayers of all, that under God it may remove suspicions and kindle the fellowship 
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of nations, an issue doubtful unless it 
finds what it does not at present possess 
a religious basis. It has been said that 
God was not given a place in the Peace 


framed at Versailles, and the Peace is 


therefore ineffectual. With regret we 
note that the suggestion, formally made 
to the League of Nations Assembly at 
Geneva by the Society of Friends, that 
it should begin its session with a period 
of silent worship, the one observance in 
which men of all creeds represented in 
the conference hall at Geneva could unite, 
was not adopted, 

To whom, then, and to what shall we 


gs supremely turn to find the secret of 


fellowship, the dynamic which will provide 
for men and nations alike mutual trust 
and a common centre of unity and co- 
operation? What is the greatest need 
to-day of men and women, of national 
and international life, of the world stricken 
with unrest, and marred by sin? The 
secret is discovered in Christ and Christian 
Fellowship. He alone is the atonement 
for our sins and for the sins of the whole 
world. Through Him we have access 
by one Spirit unto the Father. The 
knowledge of this is the greatest need of 
the world to-day ; its re-emphasis in all 
approaches and aspirations towards 
Christian Fellowship is the pressing need 
of the Churches. Confusion of terms, 
which may be complementary to one 
another but not identical, tends to obstruct 
this issue. Christian Union is not one and 
the same thing as the Reunion of the 
Churches; Christian Unity is distinct 


from Church Unity. Christianity is Christ 
and Christ is the centre of Christian Unity, 
as He is the only true bond of Christian 
Fellowship. This is the fellowship God 
wills. We are called to “ the fellowship 
‘of His Son.“ Men challenge Churches 
to-day, as much for their traditions as 


* 


their conspicuous worldliness and sectarian 
divisions. They reverence Christ and the 
Gospel He came to bring as the cure for 
world unrest, the power of God unto 
regeneration—of man lost and ruined by 
the Fall, of Society guilty of selfishness 
and even snobbery, of Churches practising 
what ts false in their systems and intolerant 
through their traditions towards those 
without their fold. 

Anyone who listened to the speeches 
at the recent Queen's Hall meeting (con- 
vened by the Life and Liberty Movement) 
at which Labour challenged the Churches, 
must have been impressed with the 
evident emphasis upon the fact that 
Labour has no quarrel with Christianity 
in the Light of Christ and His teaching 
it challenges organised Christianity. The 
failuré of the Churches, if they have 
failed, is due to their approximation to 
political and worldly interests, rather 
than to the preaching and practice of the 
Gospel of Christ. 

Cod wills fellowship,” but the centre 
and circumference must be Christ and 
Him crucified. Already the World's 
Evangelical Alliance has, through its 
great Queen's Hall meetings at the 
opening of the New Year, emphasised.

Relief for Lepers in Esthonia.._ During his 
recent visit to England, Mr. Podin told us of a 
colony of lepers in Esthonim that he been in 
the habit of visiting, and of their gratitude for the 
Christian fellowship and services that these visits 
made possible. There are now about sixty men 
and women in the asylum, and they are in much 
need of clothing, particularly boots. The daily 
allowance of food—only about half a pound of coarse 
black bread insufficient. The Esthoniaa Govern- 
ment is responsible for the upkeep of the asylum, but 
owing to the impoverished state of its finances, it 
can do nothing at present to improve the conditions 
of the inmates. Five shillings a month for cach 
leper would be an immense help to them, and 
Mr. Podin, whose work is well-known in Evangelical 
circles in this country, will be personally responsible 
for the distribution of any funds entrusted to him 
for this object. The asylum is situated about fifty 
miles from his own headquarters at Reval. 

This work of relief does not fall upon any society 
in England, the Mission to Lepers in particular 
having no work in Europe. The Council have 
therefore gladly undertaken to receive and pass 
on to Mr. Podin any sums for relief of these needy 
lepers in Esthonia, and it will be evident that 
owing to the increasing price of rice and other food 
necessities it is a case of bis dat qui cito dat. 


The Malta Mission. e have nothing but good 
news from Malta, where both our missionaries 
continue their work under conditions which vary 
in keeping with the difficulties which surround them.

Religious Liberty in Transyivania._As ovr 
readers know, in company with Churches and other 
societies interested, the World's Evangelical Alliance 
has for some time been making inquiries into and 
otherwise seeking to contribute to a solution of the 
alleged persecution of the Transylvanian Churches. 
The Council received several appeals on the subject. 
not only from Transylvania direct, but from sister 
Churches in Switzerland and elsewhere. By corre- 
spondence it seems to have established that such 

tion and oppression as are alleged have 
due mostly to racial and political causes, 
although we do not say this in any spirit but that of 
sympathy with the real difficulties which the Churches 
of Transylvania have no doubt been called upon to 
face, emphasised by the War and its baneful effects 
upon religious life and work in all parts of Europe. 
If the Magyars erred towards the Roumanians, it 
would stem that the Roumanians are exercising 
the same policy, with worse aggravations.

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Nottingham, 
Dr. Dunn, issued a pastoral letter yesterday 
declaring that mixed marriages between Catholics 
and non-Catholics are null and void in the eyes 
of the Church unless contracted in the presence of 
a priest. Till a recent period, he states, the 
Church recognised such marriages as valid, 
although illicit, but she does not do so now. 
The (Roman Catholic) bishops in England formerly 
had facility to grant a dispensation for mixed 
marriages, but they no longer had that power, the 
Church being anxious to discourage mixed 
marriages.”
